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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ushikoshi. 
The reference discloses a watch movement including dial (col. 3, line 26), main axis 
defined by the intersection of hands 5b, 5c, 24, current hour hand 5c, current minute 
hand 5b mounted about the main axis, plurality of axes defined by hands 21 , 5a, aligned 
along a straight line passing perpendicularly through the axes, as shown in Fig. 2. 

2. Claims 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the new 
reference cited to Kamiyama et al. The reference discloses a similar arrangement of 
hour/minute hands 1 ,2 arranged on a main axis at the center of the dial, plurality of 
axes defined by hands 4a, 4b and 6a, 6b aligned along a straight line passing 
perpendicularly through the axes and spaced from the main axis, the ends of the line 
forming an isosceles triangle with the main axis at an angle between 120 and 180 
degrees. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
nfiaking and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The claims recite "said additional hands are arranged in a module on said plate". 
A seen in Fig. 2 and described in the specification, hands 18, 22, 28 and 30 
corresponding to the four mobile elements claimed are not arranged in module 52 
defined in the specification as consisting of plates 54, 56. Rather, it appears that the 
four mobile elements which receive the hands are an-anged in the module. 
Consequently, the claimed language lacks support in the specification. 

4. Claims 1-8, 10,11, and 13-16 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 1 9 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's remarks have been given careful consideration but have not been 
found persuasive with respect to the new claims added, for the reasons set forth above.
